DETAILED ACTION 

This is a response to Applicant's response filed June 10, 2003. Claims 1-18 are 
pending in this application. 

Election/Restrictions 

Applicant's election with traverse of claims 1 and 4 wherein R is phosphate and 
R1 is -H in the paper filed June 10, 2003 is acknowledged. The traversal is on the 
ground(s) that further restriction of claims 1-5 into four allegedly distinct groups is 
excessive, since Groups 1-4 are intimately related as being drawn to compounds that 
are proforms of hesperetin having enhanced bioavailability compared to unmodified 
hesperetin. This is not found persuasive because the compounds of claims 2, 3, and 5 
include saturated fatty acid moiety and an unsaturated fatty acid moiety, therefore 
claims 2, 3, and 5 are classified in class 436. Claims 1 and 4 in their entirety have been 
examined. 

The requirement is still deemed proper and is therefore made FINAL. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1 and 4 are allowable over the prior art of record. 

The reference cited on the PTO-892 is included only to show the state of the art. 

Prosecution on the merits is closed in accordance with the practice under Ex 
parte Quayle, 1935 CD. 1 1 , 453 O.G. 213, due to the presence of non-elected 
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inventions in claims 2, 3, and 5-18. Applicants should cancel non-elected claims 2, 3, 
and 5-18 in order to place the application in condition for allowance.
